Students’ Society goes at it again

This week, a number of impor- 
tant student-run committees deal- 
ing with university affairs will be 
created for the 1988-89 school year 
at the McGill students’ council 
meeting tomorrow. 

According to Students’ Society 
of McGill University (SSMU) VP 
External Mark Cameron," it will be 
a long, boring meeting filled with 
administrative details.” Cameron 
encourages students to attend any- 
way and help themselves to free 
doughnuts and grapefruit juice.

SSMU President Nancy Colt 
said, the Society will mandate its 
VP External and one other member

congress at die end of this month. 
ANEEQ, currently Québcc’s only 
formal student coalition, has been 
lobbying the government for loans 
and bursaries reform over the past 
few years. 

According to Cameron, Council 
will discuss SSMU’s participation 
in a meeting with non-ANEEQ 
university associations on October 
8th. Non- ANEEQ universities 
include the Universities of Laval, 
Sherbrooke, Bishops and Trois 
Riviérics. 

Clubs representatives elections 

Clubs representative elections 
will be held at 17hoo prior to the 
SSMU Council meeting at 19h00. 
These elections were annulled last 
year after being challenged on pro- 



cedural grounds. SSMU Chief Re- 
turning Officer Christina Sbrocchi 
was forced to call the annullmcnl 
after she failed to inform clubs of 
procedural change. 

One such controversial change, 
concerning election candidate eli- 
gibility requirements, still holds. In 
previous years, candidates were not 
required to be delegates sent by 
members of their clubs. 

A number of SSMU committees 
including the Southern Africa 
Committee, University Affairs 
Committee and the Nominating 
Committee, were affected by the 
cancelled Clubs Rep elections. 
These bodies will start functioning 
once club representatives to Coun- 
cil arc elected.

Early last week several faculty 
societies announced a four-floors 
party would be held Saturday, yet 
soon after, Students’ Society 
officials cancelled the gala event, 
insisting it hadn’t been organized 
according to the appropriate 
procedures. 

The Inter-Fraternity Council 
(IFC), the Arts and Sciences 
Undergraduate Society (ASUS), 
the Management Undergraduate 
Society (MUS) and the 
Engineering Undergraduate 
Society (EUS) were all informedby 
Students’ Society of McGill 
University (SSMU)cxccutivcs that 
their planned homecoming 
weekend bash was being cancelled. 

SSMU VP External Mark 
Cameron said four floors parlies arc 
held only in Welcome Week andin 
the final week of classes. Also, Four 
floors parties have to be approved 
by the SSMU’s Executive 
Committee. 

Union Building Manager Albert 
Vascovics said the organisers were 
not authorised to issue letters to 
SSMU clubs, asking these clubs to 
vacate the building by 1630h on 
Saturday. He said that they had 
gone about it without any 
knowledge of the procedures 
involved. 

“They had booked the Union 
Balroom and that’s all,” he said. "I 
don’t know where they get such 
nonsense about, a four floors party 
from,” Vascovics said. 

Where was the policy manual? 

ASUS President Jeremy Boal 
admitted the organizers were in the 



wrong mainly because they did not 
know the exact SSMU policies 
concerning Union Building parlies. 

But organizers added SSMU must 
share the blame. 

ASUS VP Science Alex MacLean 
saidshc was refused a copy of the 
SSMU Policy Manual when she 
asked SSMU Secretary Lynn O’ 
Keefe, a paid employee, for one. 

“ Ms. O’ Keefe said that such a 
manual did not exist," MacLean 
said. 

“It’s strange that although the 
objections SSMU had with our 
holding a four floors bash in the 
Union Building had to do with 
procedure, a manual describing the 
correct procedures docs not exist,” 
she added. 

SSMU President Nancy Côté 
confirmed that such a Policy 
Manual docs indeed exist, but she 
added it has not been approved by 
Council. 

The manual describes the 
SSMU’s current policies on a 
number of political and financial 
issues. 

Matters were somewhat cleared 
up when the SSMU mailed the 
ASUS information pertaining to 
Union Building reservations 
policies last Thursday. 

But party organisers were 
unimpressed. 

"We arc only going to have a 
Balroom party, ” ASUS VP Internal 
Jennifer Fraser said. Fraser . 

Fraser addeüd that titrée live 
bands , who were to perform on the 
other three floors, had to be 
cancelled because of the mix-up. 

Fraser said that SSMU’s actions 
“dampened the spirit of the 
Homecoming Weekend.” 



Post graduates to 
vote soon on 
representation plan

G raduatc students at MeG il I will 
finally vote on October 12 to deter- 
mine die future of their member- 
ship in McGill’s Students Society. 

At a meeting Thursday night, the 
Post Graduate Student Society 
(PGSS) council passed a motion to 
hold an assembly to decide whether 
or not to accept the newest negoti- 
ated settlement between PGSS and 
Student Society of McGill Univer- 
sity (SSMU). 

SSMU’s new proposal offers 



graduate students 8 positions on 
council including one voting ex- 
ecutive office (Vice President 
Graduate Affairs) exclusively re- 
served for grad students. This will 
make the graduates die best repre- 
sented faculty on council. The fees 
graduates will pay to SSMU re- 
mains the only aspect of the pro- 
posal not completely negodated. 
PGSS claims a graduate uses 
SSMU services about one third as 
much as an undergraduate, but now

This week, nominations for the 
position of SSMU VP Finance will 
be opened. Last Tuesday, Tiii 
Nguyen surprised Council by re- 
signing from the position after 
holding it for less than five months. 

The SSMU VP Finance is re- 
sponsible for important financial 
decisions such as preparing the 
Society’s budget. Any member of 
Council can run for this position. 

Nguyen said dial he had re- 
signed for“pcrsonal reasons,” add- 
ing that lie was “irrcplacablc.” Wc 
agree. 

More on Legal Aid Clinic 

At the September 13 Council 
meeting, discussion on the funding 
of the McGill Legal Aid Clinic was 
tabled. 

The SSMU Joint Management 
Committee (JMC) had recom- 
mended to Council that die Clinic’s 
budget be reduced by half for the 
year 1989-90. 

Clinic Director Annette 
Lefebvre said the Clinic “could not 
remain inoperadon if its funds were 
cut.” 

The JMC recommendation was 
challenged on conslituilonal 
grounds by Law Representative lo 
Council Shahir Guindi since it was 
based on a disagreement over the 
Clinic’s current mandate. 

The Clinic, which gives legal 
information lo clicnLs who can’t 
afford to pay lawyer’s fees, services 
McGill students as well as mem- 
bers of the Montréal community. 
Nguyen, a member of the JMC, said 
that the SSMU could not afford to 
fund servicing non-McGill stu- 
dents. 

The Legal AidClinicisovcrsccn 
by a number of Montrccal based 
lawyers and notaries, who give free 
advice to the Clinic’s student direc- 
tors on legal procedures and deci- 
sions. In return, die Clinic sends 
clients requiring professional legal 
help to these lawyers. 

Clinic members insist they will 
not be able to maintain their legal 
connections with these lawyers if 
there is a change in their mandate.

People who have been 
refused leases because they have 
children can now bring dicir 
grcivanccs to the Québec Human 
Rights Commission. 

In June, the Commission 
declared refusing a parent a lease 
because they have children a form 
of age dcscrimination. 

"Under the civil code it is 
illegal to refuse someone an 
aparuncnl on the basis of their 
children. Under die code, age 
discriminadon and discrimination 
by association are both illegal," 
said Commission member Robert 
Sylvestre. 

Giselle Cloudcr an 
Information Agent at the 
Commission added, “Right now, 
it is the most important problem.

They 
would argue eases in the courts 
based on the provision in Article 
10 of the Charter of Rights which 
makes illegal discrimination on 
the basis of social condition. 

But five years later, a judge 
ordered the commission to stop 
using this argument. Until June, 
the Commission would not 
represent people denied a lease 
because of their children. 

The Commission has 
received between 15 and 20 
complaints in the past three 
months, and hopes the situation 
will ameliorate.

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Corporate sclemozzloni hits local art

Entrée Libre à L’Art Contempo- 
rain was not, as Montréal mayor 
Jean Doré claimed, “a major eco- 
logical happening". It was a major 
corporate happening. 

The exhibition was organized by 
The Association of Contemporary 
Art Galleries of Montréal. It 
brought together a wide range of 
artists under the roof of La Galerie 
d’Art Lavalin. Entrée Libre was 
largely funded by the Lâvalin Cor- 




poration. 

The show didn’t raise the ques- 
tion of art as a commodity. The 
commodities in this show just hap- 
pened to be art. This is nothing new; 
art has been a product and a status 
symbol for centuries. But corporate 
patronage of art is a more recent 
phenomenon. It has emerged in die 
last ten to fifteen years, and it 
affects die kind of works which arc 
produced, how dicy’rc received, 
and what you eventually see.

The college, affiliated with the 
University of Toronto, wants to 
lease the land to developers Huang 
and Danezay Ltd. for S I million in 
each of the first five years of the 
deal. The price will go up to $1.5 
million a year in following years. 

Administrators say the cash is 
needed to renovate other buildings, 
build a new residence, and fund 
new academic programs. 

Victoria College’s student 
council has condemned the land 
deal, and the University of Toronto 
council is considering paying Sew- 



cll’s bill. 

More than 100 students packed a 
September 16Toronlocily council 
meeting to oppose the hotel project, 
which requires a municipal go- 
ahead. 

"To turf out students from some 
of the last remaining affordable 
housing (around campus) is shock- 
ing, callous and irresponsible.

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BC daycare centre condemned 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — The 
children ai the University of British 
Columbia’s day care centre arc 
being housed in old army huts 
which were condemned last spring. 

The city’s fire chief ordered the 
daycare centre closed by April 1. 
But the deadline was extended to 
December 31, 19SS when univer- 
sity administrators proved that over 
half the money needed for the con- 
struction of a new building had 
been raised. 



Not only are the army huts a fire 
hazard, but foundations and floar- 
boards arc rotting, water and 
steampipcs arc corroded, roofs 
leak, water pressure is extremely 
low, boilers break down regularly 
and there arc problems with insects 
and rodents, says day care Co-ordi- 
nator Mab Oloman. 

"Last winter the boilers broke 
down over 10 times, disrupting heat 
and hot water service, in one case 
over a week,” Oloman said. 

The army huts were built as 



temporary structures in 1939. The 
UBC day care, founded 20 years 
ago by parents as a non-profit co- 
operative, has 275 spaces for chil- 
dren of staff and students, making it 
the largest on any Canadian cam- 
pus. 

And according to Oloman, the 
centre was also used by over 200 
UBC students from eight faculties 
for research and internships last 
year. 

Daycares in British Columbia 
do not receive public funds from 



cither the provincial or federal 
governments, and Oloman said 
fundraising is proving to be diffi- 
cult. 

“I would like to sec if govern- 
ments could find a funding mecha- 
nism for us outside of the child care 
jurisdiction — perhaps thru (the 
ministry of) Advanced Education. 

“But to date, its academic use 
has not been acknowledged by the 
government,’’ Olman said. 

The House of Commons is de- 
bating the recently-introduced 



Canada Child Care Act, which 
would provide $4 billion to create 
200,000 new child care spaces. 

But this doesn’t help UBC. No 
proivisions arc made for renova- 
tions, only for start-up costs. 

Michael Trcthcway, treasurer of 
the UBC Child Care Society, esti- 
mates construction costs at S2.2 
million. 

Of the SI million already raised, 
the majority was donated by the 
university and the alumni associa- 
tion.

Glazier and Barlin said 
Anglo needs to recruit outside 
South Africa because engi- 
neers within the country arc 
scarce. 

“There are only two univer- 
sities in South Africa where 
you can study metallurgy," 
Glazier said. “Only 25 
graduates per year arc pro- 
duced. Anglo needs about 100 
students per year." 

“The interest was quite re- 
markable,” said Barlin. “The 
political situation in South 
Africa was something that was 
never discussed.” 

“Most engineers arc practi- 
cal enough to realize that it 
was a job. They don’t get 
emotional over that. I liked the 
idea of going to South Africa. 

I never saw anything like what 
is portrayed in the Canadian 
media," Barlin said. 

But anti-apartheid activists 
see the situation differently. 

“They (Anglo) are enjoying 
the spoils of apartheid," said 
Madoda Mngadi, 
co-ordinator of the 
Biko-Malcolm Coalition, a 
Toronto anti-apartheid group. 

‘These naive young people 
have been manipulated. 
Anyone could think that 
everything is okay under such 
skillful direction. 

“My father worked in an 
office at Anglo. It was very 
oppressive. My father had a 
high education, but couldn’t 
advance quickly because he 
was black. Whites who got

were promoted before my 
father," Mngadi said. 

At the University of 
Toronto, president George 
Connell said he is not aware of 
Anglo’s campaign, but added 
that the recruitment of stu- 
dent’s by South African 
companies docs not violate the 
university’s divestment policy. 

Last January, U of T’s gov- 
erning council agreed to sell 
the university’s holdings in 
companies doing business with 
South Africa. 

“I certainly don’t think that 
the university would want to 
control the movements of 
faculty and staff. It’s up to 
everyone to make their own 
decisions and choices," said 
Connell. 

Glazier said the program of- 
ficially has nothing to do with 
the universities. 

“It was just a case of 



knowing a few friends,” he 
said, adding that in U of T’s 
case, Barlin knew metallurgy 
and materials science profes- 
sor Glen Dobby. 

Dobby said he agreed to 
help Crisp and Barlin for the 
benefit of his students. 

“Actually, I wasn’t sure that 
they should come, because of 
the political problems in South 
Africa," he said. “In the end G 
decided) why not have them 
come out and see what the 
story’s about.” 

Dobby was not impressed 
by Anglo’s summer program 
and decided not to invite the 
company back. 

‘This fellow (Glazier) who 
came back from South Africa 
didn’t make any money. 
There’s no sense for Anglo to 
come back. Politically, it 
doesn’t make sense. Our 
students can get better jobs in 
Canada." 

John Patterson, a mining 
professor at Queen's, says no 
one from Queen’s worked for 
Anglo because of the devalued 
and and better job opportuni- 
ties in Canada. 



Patterson said, his students 
worked for Goldfields Inc. and 
Johannesburg Consolidated 
Investments. 

“There was a time when 
about one third of the class 
went over (to South Africa) 
during the early eighties.” 

He said Anglo American 
will be visiting Queen’s again 
to recruit student engineers for 
next summer. 

Anglo American, estab- 
lished in 1917, is one of the 
biggest corporations in South 
Africa. Together with De 
Beers Consolidated Mines, it 
controls a network of subsidi- 
ary companies known as the 
Anglo Group. 

The corporation holds in- 
vestments in mining, finan- 
cial, industrial and commercial 
companies all over the world, 
primarily in southern Africa. 
In 1986, mines run by the 
corporation produced 38 per 
cent of South Africa’s gold, 

23 per cent of its coal, and 
about 40 per cent of its ura- 
nium. 

According to a report com- 
missioned by the African 
Fund, in 1982 Anglo Ameri- 
can paid black miners an 
average of $175 per month 
while paying white miners 
$1,056. This discrcpency 
remains, said Stan Ansong of 
the African Letter newspaper 
in Toronto. 



The Anglo American Cor- 
poration rolled out the red 
carpet for the students in the 
hopes they would return to 
work in South Africa after 
graduating, a company offical 
says. 

Two company representa- 
tives visited the universities of 
British Columbia, Alberta, 
McGill, Toronto and Queen’s, 
and the Technical University 
of Nova Scotia. Jenny Crisp, a 
recruitment officer for Anglo 
American, and Bunny Barlin, 
technical consultant to the 
president at Hudson Bay 
Mining and Smelting, a 
Canadian subsidiary, hired 
third year engineering students 
from every school but 
Queen’s. 

And Anglo American con- 
ducted its recruitment cam- 
paign through engineering 
professors rather than through 
the schools, according to 
participants. 



The company flew the 
students to South Africa, put 
them up in large housing 
complexes, gave them a 
company car on weekends, 
and took them on sight-seeing 
lours, said recently-returned U 
of T engineering student Ian 
Glazier. 

The seven worked in the 
company’s diamond mines, 
both in the office and below 
the ground. 

“We’re hoping that the 
students had such a good time 
that they’d be happy to go 
back,” said Barlin, who once 
worked for Anglo American 
in Zambia.

Exam 

To the Daily: 

The Senate’s new policy requir- 
ing Final exams worth 25 percent of 
the term’s mark is an example of the 
arbitrary attitudes taken by univer- 
sity administrators in the name of 
standardization. 

It should be obvious to anyone 
who has ever taught or studied at a 
university that different disciplines 
require very different methods of 
evaluation. Courses at the higher 
undergraduate levels in English, for 
example, arcoftcnrcscarchor read- 
ing oriented, and for these courses, 
essays arc a more reasonable 
method of evaluation than Final 
exams. 

The administration has deigned 
to allow exemptions from the new 
rule for courses with “regular asscs- 
ment,’’ but the process of requesting 
exemption may discourage faculty 
members and thereby encourage 
the inappropriate imposition of 
exams. Furthermore, courses in 
which one or two essays during a 
term have always been deemed 
sufficient evaluation will probably 
not qualify under the “regular 
asses ment” category. 

The administration’s patroniz- 
ing attitude that it knows best will 
limit the flexibility of professors in 
responding to their students needs. 
General evaluation policies would 
more appropriately be decided 
within departments, and spcciFic 
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requirements should, as in the past, 
be the business of professors and 
their students.

pays about two thirds of what an 
undergraduate pays. They would 
like the fee structure to represent 
actual use of services. 

“Our figures on this point dif- 
fer," says Mark Cameron VP Exter- 
nal for SSMU, “They fail to con- 
sider CVC (food scrviccs-financcd 
from SSMU budget), the office and 
legal aid among other things." 

Last years proposal from 
SSMU offered die graduates a fee 
reduction to 63 per cent of under- 
graduate fees. Lee Iverson presi- 
dent of PGSS feels graduates 
should be paying less. 

The graduate council will vole 
on whether or not lo accept the 
completed proposal at the next 
PGSS council meeting. 

“Still the final decision rests 
with the graduates at the assembly," 
says Iverson. “If the graduate stu- 
dents decisively want to separate I 
don’t know how SSMU can ref- 
use.” 

During the discussion of the 
SSMU negotiations several mem- 
bers of PGSS council expressed 
their frustration with further nego- 
tiations with SSMU. 

“It seems every year there’s a 
new [PGSS] executive and new 
negotiations, and they never get 
anywhere. Aren’t there any other 
avenues we could try," one PGSS 
councillor complained. 

Because many graduates share 
the same sentiments, some PGSS 
councillors believe there is little 
hope of a resolution without separa- 
tion. 

Yet Cameron remains optoinis- 
lic. 

"Last years referendum gave die 
PGSS cxcculivca mandate to nego- 
tiate with SSMU for separation. 
The situation now is somewhat dif- 
ferent,” he said. 

Cameron would like to see 
PGSS remain in SSMU. “We need 
the graduate students because of 
their research cxpcricsc," Cameron 
said, “graduates were vitally in- 
volved in the urban planning rcas- 
crch done by council diis summer 
and the research on housing done in 
previous years.” 

He goes on to explain dial the 
unified student body gives both 
socicdcs more strength in any nc- 
godations with the University or 
companies. Also, he emphasises 
that there is a danger that if PGSS 
leaves SSMU dicn other faculdcs 
not totally satisfied with their cur- 
rent posidon may leave the orgini- 
zation, further reducing student 
power. Iverson belives SSMU just 
needs graduate money.

Though 
SSMU may support diem if their 
vote overwhelmingly favors sepa- 
ration their bid for indépendance 
will still have to pass a university 
wide student referendum and be 
accepted by the Senate. 

And if their attempt docs not 
overcome these obstacles, Iverson 
says PGSS will resort to more sun- 
dry measures. 

“By refusing to interfere in Stu- 
dent Society matters until condi- 
tions arise where it can’t function 
properly, Senate is forcing us lo 
disrupt council procedures," Iver- 
son says. 

PGSS and Student Society have 
had a tenuous rcladonship since the 
McGill Senate joined the two socie- 
ties in 1960. TOSS will retain its 
membership if the newest SSMU 
proposal gives the graduates “ade- 
quate” representation on SSMU 
council. At present graduates have 
tlirce council positions and may run 
for any of the 5 executive posts. All 
five executive offices are currcndy 
filled by undergraduates.
